2. The subject matter of claim 1 lacks novelty (PCT 
Article 33 (2) ) : 



Dl discloses (see example 1) a method for producing 
3-amidino phenylalanine derivatives, in which method 
3-cyanobenzyl bromide is reacted with an N-protected 
amino malonic acid diester (acetamido malonic acid 
diethylester) to produce 3 -cyanophenyl alanine 
(example 1, (1) and (2) ) . 

The method as per Dl differs from the present method 
in that the N-protected 3 -cyanophenyl alanine is not 
isolated. 



2.2 The method disclosed in D2 differs from the present 
method by virtue of the end product. 
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2.3 D3 does not describe the production of 3- 
cyanophenyl alanine . 

3. The solution proposed in claim 1 of the present 
application cannot be considered inventive (PCT 
Article 33(3)) for the following reasons: 

The present application is considered to address the 
problem of developing an alternative method for 
producing 3-amidino phenylalanine derivatives. 

The present method differs from the method as Dl , 
which is regarded as the closest prior art, only in 
that the decarboxylation and the removal of the 
protective groups take place in separate steps. 
Since the conditions for decarboxylation and 
separation of protective groups are generally known 
in the art (see, for example, document D2) , the 
implementation of these measures would be an obvious 
procedure to a person skilled in the art for solving 
the stated problem. 
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
